The more John Ericsson's character 
end tobitvcments vie c nsidered,ss>s 
the New Yolk Mail, the more unique 
and enbsttntial Lls greatness appears. 
He was reedy for every emergency that 
required original genius, creative re­ 
sources, wide an i accurate knowledge, 
and the Conroe of bis athletic intelh ct. 
Of what other man of bis class could il 
be said ti at a levitation in naval archi­ 
tecture Wes OL )y a brilliant incident in a 
career i f c< ntmm us triumphs es an en­ 
gineer and inventor? 
Just after Ericsson s Monitor 
sank 
the Merrimac and saved our great sea­ 
board cities from tie direst perils, the 
London Times m d :’ “Yesterday En­ 
gland had 
a great navy. 
To-day 
she bas but two 
warships worthy 
of 
the 
Dtm e." 
No 
othtr 
rev­ 
elation in naval srohitectnre 
was so 
eudden. so startling, so decisive of mighty 
ie8olts, so dramatic, and cf such abiding 
end growing importance. Yet to Erics­ 
son this achievement was but on&of a 
long series of inventive, BDy coe of 
which would have made bim famous. 
T ie seine great genius who revolution­ 
ized naval architecture and compelled all 
the great European powers to create 
fleets of (cstly tioafmg fortresses, revo­ 
lutionized navigation in the interest of 
all mankind by the invention cf the screw 
propel! r, which rendered cheap ocean 
transportation of freight a possibility 
and 
brought 
incalculable and con­ 
stantly growing blessings to all the 
world. 
In the construction of the loco­ 
motive which enteied mto competition 
with bis only English rival, George 
Stephenson, Le edced immensely to the 
possibilities of railroad traffic. The mere 
catalogue of his inventions and improve­ 
ments would fill columns, and of those 
that would have been crowning glories 
for any other citizens there were too 
many to be even alluded to bere and 
now, even had we not yesterday given a 
full account of them. 
I t was not accidental that the great old 
Scandinavian should have followed the 
descendants of his race to England and 
to America, in eaoh of his successive new 
homes identifying himself with the pee 
plea thereof and with their interests and 
contributing immensely to their power 
and prosperity. He followed the suc­ 
cessful nj’gietiiLB of bis race, whose 
genius for r avhl warefare has been felt in 
English and in American history. 
The simple heroic, sturdy, persistent, 
intellectually 
aud morally great old 
engineer aud inventor was easily Ameri­ 
canized. 
The best part of his life was 
devoted to the service of the American 
people. Though he avoided crowds and 
public honors, bis fame was solid and 
enketantiel. 
He stood alone in his pe­ 
culiar eminency though he was the meat 
democratic of men in his habits end 
mode of life. What a contribution such 
a man is to a country like this! The 
value of Ericsson—from the lowest point 
of view—cannot be measured by hun 
dreds of m inim s.

Washington, March 12.—The President 
sent the following nominations to the Sen­ 
ate Monday: 
Thomas W. Palmer of Michigan to be 
envoy extraordinary and minister plenipo­ 
tentiary of the United States to Spain. 
John F. Swift of California to be envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
of the United States to Japan. 
John D. WashUurne of Massachusetts to 
be minister resident and consul-general of 
the United States to Switzerland. 
George Tichenor of Illinois to be assist­ 
ant secretary of the treasury, vice Isaac I. 
Maynard, resigned. 
The Senate, on motion of Mr Sherman, 
went into executive session to consider the 
nominations. 
At 1:40 o’clock the doors 
were reopened and the Senate adjourned.

referred 
to 
the 
ap­ 
propriate 
committees. 
There 
was 
some surprise expressed at the failure to 
confirm ex-Senator Palmer’s nomination 
at once, but a Senator explained that 
the rule of immediate confirmation, save in 
the case of Cabinet officers, was confined to 
Senators. 
Mr. Palmer is not now a Sena­ 
tor, and while every Senator, it is said, 
wished to vote for him, it is deemed best 
not to depart from the rule.

H o d , and several cf them have served 
their country with distinction id diplo­ 
matic capacities. In the final readjust" 
m eet of th? peerage, sc me years Bgo, the 
borne of May t da naturally expected to 
b eseech ed the highest titular rank’ 
next to tt e family of the sovereign, and 
an income not inferior to that of any 
nobleman; bot be was not in alliance 
with the southern d aim lo*, who then 
controlled the go\eminent, and, in addi­ 
tion , his claims were not skillfully or 
judiciously presented. 
But be retains, 
nevertheless, a superb fortune, and, what­ 
ever his norma, station may be, ais so­ 
cial petition ie equal to that of any mem­ 
b e r of the J apanese aristocracy. He will 
be one of the hereditary peers in the first 
national parliament, to be called together 
by the emperor, two years hence.

Ericsson was a member, took part in the 
obsequies, and Swedish and other societies 
to which he belongel were also represented. 
The pall bearers, twenty four in number, 
included Col. Ingersoll, S. W. Taylor, 
Capt. Ericsson’s chief engineer and pri­ 
vate secretary; Prof. Ogden Doremus and 
John K. Haskins, of London. 
By order of 
Secretary Tracy all officers stationed at the 
Brooklyn navy yard, both in the depart­ 
ments aud those attached to vessels, at­ 
tended the funeral in full uniform. 
Capt. Ericsson left directions that the 
Peach street house should be kept running 
for a year after his death, in which time 
those of his inventions not entirely finished 
will be completed, as all there is to be done 
is to put into shape the plans and models 
he left behind. 


Sidney Bartlett, E L . D., who hts jQflt 
died in Boston, was a remarkable man in 
m ore senses than one.

W a s h in g to n , March 12.—Thomas With­ 
ered Palmer, who gets the Spanish mission, 
Is a native of Detroit and is a trifle more 
than 53 years old. 
When he was 12 years 
old he went to S t Clair, then the village 
of Palmer, to school. 
After leaving there he 
entered tho freshman 
class of theUniveisity 
of Michigan, remain­ 
ing a year. 
He was 
compelled to 
relin- | 
quish his studies on I 
account 
of trouble 
ith his eyes. 
After 
^pending some time in 
he lipper peninsula 
he returned to school, 
but only remained a 
few months, the same 
difficulty 
with 
his 
eyes again presenting itself. 
In 1848 he 
went.to Europe, traveling through Spain, 
thence journeyed to South America, and 
later came north to New Orleans. He went 
to Wisconsin in 1850, and after a short ex­ 
perience as a merchant in Appleton, Wis., 
he returned to Detroit in 1853, where he en­ 
gaged in the real estate business. 
In 1845, 
at tho age of 25, he married Miss Lizzie P. 
Merrill. 
His father and his father-in-law 
were both very largely interested in pine 
lands and lumber, and he was heir to their 
property and successor to their business. 
He has so well managed his property that 
few men in Detroit have a larger income. 
He is a member of the firm of Merrill & 
Co. of East Saginaw and a special partner 
in the firm of McGraft & Montgomery, at 
Muskegon. 
He owns mills at Falmouth, 
Missaukee county, and elsewhere. 
Since the organization of the Republican 
party Senator Palmer has been an active 
member of it. 
He was a candidate for 
member of the Board of Estimates of De­ 
troit in 1873. 
In 1876 he was one of the 
candidates before the convention for Con­ 
gress. 
In 1878 Mr. Palmer was elected to 
the State Senate from the Second district. 
In 1880, at the Jackson State convention, 
Mr. Palmer was a prominent candidate for 
the gubernatorial nomination. 
He declined 
a Congressional nomination in 1880. 
J o h n F . S w ift. 
The California representatives are greatly 
pleased with the nomination of John F. 
Swift as minister to Japan. 
He is a 
native of Missouri, but settled in California 
many years ago and has long been promi­ 
nent in the politics of the State. 
Though 
little more than 50 he has acquired wealth 
and retired from the active practice of law. 
Ho is a learned and affable man of bright 
wit and fine conversational powers, and is 
a successful author. 
He has traveled 
nearly all over the world and possesses a 
fund of information of places and people. I 
His social qualities make his company J 
sought by all who knew him. 
He has the 1 
reputation of one of the very best story­ 
tellers and after-dinner speakers in the j 
country. 
He is well versed in Oriental j 
diplomatic matters, having been one of the 
negotiators of the treaty with China in 
1880, known as the Swift, Angel and Tres- 
cot treaty. 
He was the Republican can- . 
didate for Governor of California in 1886, 
and wrote the famous anti-Chinese petition 
which was presented to the Senate two or | 
three years ago.

J. D. Washburn is about 55 years old, a 
graduate of Harvard, very wealthy and 
aristocratic, and a lawyer by profession, 
but not practicing. 
He has taken an 
active interest 
in politics and made 
speeches in Maine for Mr. Blaine in 188 4. 
A few years ago he spent some time in 
Cuba on account of a mental malady, but 
that has entirely disappeared. 
He is a 
trustee in the new Clark university at 
Worcester, which is heavily endowed, and 
it is said that he desires to spend some 
years in Switzerland for the benefit of the 
university. 
G eorge C. T ich en or. 
The appointment of George C. Tichenor 
for Assistant Secretary of the Treasury was 
a personal selection by Secretary Windom, 
and the choice is highly commended by men 
of both parties. 
Mr. Tichenor was ap­ 
pointed a clerk in the customs division in 
1878 and has been continuously in the 
service since that date. 
He has been a 
special agent, looking after the interests of 
the government in regard to undervalua­ 
tions. 
Mr. Tichenor served in an Iowa 
regiment and received eleven wounds. This 
is the first time that an expert in the cus­ 
toms laws and customs decisions has held 
the office since John F. Hartwell, who was 
appointed under Secretary McCulloch in 
1865 and held the office for ten years.

W a s h in g to n , March 12.—The statistical 
report of the department of agriculture 
for March says the amount of corn still on 
hand is 39.6 per. cent. The surplus amounts 
to 787,000,000 bushels, of which the seven 
corn surplus States 
have 
499,000,000 
bushels. 
The 
proportion merchantable 
averages 82 per cent. 
The March average 
price for merchantable corn is 33.9 cents 
per bushel; for Unmerchantable, 22.8 cents 
per bushel; the general average of the 
seven States, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, aud Nebraska, 25.6 cents 
per bushel. 
The quantity of wheat on hand March I 
is estimated at about 112,000,000 measured 
bushels. 
The lowest State percentages are 
in the principal wheat growing States, as 
follows: 
Ohio, 27; Michigan. 23; Indiana, 
24; Illinois, 25; Wisconsin, 28; Minnesota, 
26; Iowa, 32; Missouri, 27; Kansas, 24; Ne­ 
braska, 31; Dakota, 24. 
In these States 
the quantity on hand is less than in March 
last by about 21,000,000 bushels.

partments within fifty miles are practically 
shutdown, and over 6,000 weavers are idle. 
Those who refused to strike do not number 
half enough to keep one mill going. 
The extent of the resistance is quite a 
surprise to the managers, who expected 
that only a few mills should be involved. 
They thought the help would be so much 
iiyided as to the wisdom of a strike at 
present that this circumstance would dis­ 
organize the movement in a few days. The 
operatives are very much pleased at the 
unanimious sentiment of resistance dis­ 
played and predict an early victory.

I ndianapolis, Iud., March 12.—Both 
bousos of tho Logis'aturo adjourned sine 
die Monday, after passing tho bill perm it­ 
ting municipalities to charge saloon license 
of $250. 
Tho committee investigating tho 
lloged irregularities at tho Indianapolis 
ffospital for Insane reported that the 
charges made against the Harrison-Green 
management are true. 
Gross corruption 
and irregularity aro found to have existed. 
A defalcation of $3,000 in tho institution’s 
accounts is reported. 
Tho committee rec­ 
ommends that the prosecuting attorney for 
Marion county bring proceedings against 
Treasurer Gapen. 
A deficiency of $17,064 
in bills allowed but unpaid is found. 
Tho removal of Store-Keeper Hall is re­ 
commended en account of inefficiency. 
The committee finds that Superintendent 
Galbraith came into his office with his ex­ 
press stipulation that he was not to in­ 
terfere with the business affairs of tho in­ 
stitutions and with tho further understand­ 
ing that Dr. Howard, of whose capacity 
he knew nothing, should bo given an office. 
He has shown himself to be not qualified to 
discharge tho duties of so responsible a 
position as superintendent. 
Tho report finds that largo sums of hos­ 
pital money (from $1,000 to $x,500) were 
loaned monthly by Treasurer Gapen to 
John E. Sullivan without security and in 
violation of law, while persons holding 
checks were com jelled to await payment 
for tho want of funds which had not been 
deposited in bank. 
This system was con- ’ 
tinued until finally over $3,000 of tho 
money received by Gapen from tho Stato 
treasury was carried off by Sullivan, leav­ 
ing Gajien indebted to tho fund in that 
sum. 
Gapen gavo $2,000 bonds. 
Ono of 
his two bondsmen is wholly insolvent and 
the other has failed financially since tho 
execution of tho bond, but is now worth 
$10,000. 
Capon unlawfully appropriated 
to his own use several thousand dollars of 
hospital funds, and by reason of his tieing 
a defaulter a suit in criminal procedure 
Ls recommended. 
Tho report was adopted and ordered 
spread ©n tho minutes of l>oth houses. 
Aft6r adjournm ent it leaked out that all 
the bills vetoed by tho ' Governor and re­ 
passed by the Democratic m ajority bears 
the signatures of tho clerk of the House 
and secretary of tho Senate instead of the 
speaker and president, as fequirod by the 
constitution, and in this form wero de­ 
posited with the Secretary of Stato instead 
of going through tho hands of the Gov­ 
ernor, as tho statutes require. 
It is m ain­ 
tained by opponents of votoed legislation 
that these are fatal defects and that all 
these measures aro null and void.

At this tim % she said, he gave 
her 25 cents. 
Cross examination did not 
shake her story. 
Two moio little girls swore to substan­ 
tially tho same thing giving under cross­ 
examination the most revolting details. 
A physician, Doctor Brown, testified that 
the condition of the witnesses^ was such as 
to make their statements entirely probable.

After the noon adjournm ent a crowd of 
men and boys made demonstrations in front 
of several laundries. At that of Wall Sara, 
No. 618 Chestnut street, several bricks 
were thrown through tho windows and a 
frightened celestial came out and ran.

as the best means to accomplish that 
result. 
Th-re is no doubt that all will be 
driven from the city within -a very few 
days. 
Late in tho evening a Chinaman, whose 
place on W alnut street had been attacked 
earlier in tho day, being afraid to sleep 
there, started for Mitchell street on the 
Houth side to stay with tho other celestials 
who lived there. 
When some 
distance 
down Reed street a crowd gathered and 
ran after him, shouting, “ Hang him!” 
One man in tho mob carried a long rope. 
A policeman saw the disturbance, got the 
Chinaman to a patrol-box, and sent him to 
the South-side station. 
Later two Mitchell 
street Chinamen applied at the South-sldo 
station for lodging, being afraid to sleep in 
their laundries. 
A Chinaman from No. 
702 Market street is at the central station 
for tho same reason.

C h ic a g o , 
stands the House of 
Good Shepherd, one 
of the oldest of that 
city’s many benevo­ 
lent institutions.

s t r e e t within tall 
fences, that completely shelter its grounds 
from view. 
In this quiet retreat a noble 
work is carried on so modestly that little is 
known of it by the general public boyond 
the fact that it aims to reform abandoned 
women. 
Though a Catholic institution in 
charge of cloistered nuns, its mission Is not 
sectarian. 
Inmates are received irrespect­ 
ive of religious beliefs. 
It was founded in 
1859 for a double purpose, not merely to 
reform the vicious, but to keep others from 
entering upon evil paths. 
So varied are 
the ages and conditions brought within its 
walls that it is necessary to separate them 
into different divisions, each entirely dis­ 
tinct from tho others. 
There are four 
classes, the reformatory, the juvenile re- 
formatoma the* guardian-angel class, and 
the Magcralens. 
To the first belong the older offenders, 
although some young girls are seen among 
them. 
They are a rough-looking set of 
women, hard featured and ignorant. Only 
in the slums from which they come would 
one expect to see such fates bearing so 
plainly the traces of brutal lives. Chia won­ 
ders to 9eo them under the control of a gen­ 
tle sister, whoso mild government seems 
nevertheless sufficient to keep them iii good 
order. 
It may be the power of kindness 
that subdues them, for many a woman who 
struggles so violently against confinement 
that two policemen are required to take 
her to the home becomes tractable enough 
in tho hands of a slender woman.

DIGGING FOR RUBIES. 


How They F in d the Precious Stone# lo 
the Greet Mines of Burin eh. 
It is reported from London, says the Ne* 
York Sun, that the Rothschilds are about 
to organize a company to work the great 
rubby mines of Burmah. 
This little patch 
of earth, having an area of only lift; 
square miles, was the one spot in his do­ 
minions which King Thebaw would never 
permit a white man to approach.

under the rude native system of mining 
Thebaw derived an income of $100,000 a 
year from the mines. 
After the fall of 
Mandalay Indian troops were sent IOO 
miles north of that captal to take possession 
of the ruby district, which has since been 
leased to the native miners, the income be­ 
ing used to help defray the cost of the 
British occupancy. 
There have been loud complaints that the 
Government lost a chance to derive a large 
revenue from the mines when it declined 
Lord Dufferin’s proposal to lease them to a 
syndicate.

CANNED FO O D S. 


Proper Care Should Be Taken in T h e ir 
Use. 
' 
When a person who does not know how 
to use canned fruits, meats and vegeta­ 
bles gets “ poisoned.” he charges the fault 
upon the can or the soldering; he seems 
to be utterly unconscious, because, ignor­ 
ant of of his own fault in the case. 
In 
the use of canned foods certain precau­ 
tions must be observed. 
The food most 
be turned out of the can as soon as open­ 
ed. 
Never on any account add vinegar, 
sauces, etc., to canned foods while they 
are in the tins and if from forgetfulness 
it is done, never allow such mixtures to 
remain in the can an hour or so. Canned 
foods are put up as fresh as possible and 
after they are opened will not keep as 
long as people generally think they will, 
with the exception of sardines, which 
may be kept several days. 
A person should use the same common 
sense in eating canned fruits, vegetables 
and meats that is used in regard to food 
not canned, and that sense should be 
sound in either case. A proper use of the 
nose and eyes is enough to detect bad 
food whether canned or not, though 
some people are foolish enough to think 
that canning guarantees the keeping of 
food after the cans are opened as well as 
before.

• AT THE DYING HOUR. 


Mrs. L. M. Barry, the Knights of Labor 
inspector of women’s work, has been giv­ 
ing a number of lectures before different 
New York unions. 
The AVoman’s National Industrial league, 
the headquarters of which are located in 
New York, holds forth a standing invitation 
for all working women who are maltreated 
by their employers to send in a statement 
of their grievances that corrective measures 
may# be adopted. 
A Boston writer has discovered that the 
average sum paid to working women for 
any given piece of sewing is nothing like a 
just compensation for the work done, and 
is endeavoring to form “a Tom Hood so­ 
ciety, each member pledged to wear no 
muslin or linen garments which has not 
yielded a fair price to the seamstress who 
made it.” 
The lock-out of the 700 feather-workers 
in New York is said to be one of the best- 
managed strikes of the year. 
Tho union 
women have throughout maintained a solid 
front and steadily refused to accept any 
compromise. 
The union has been assisted 
and abetted in all its actions by the Work­ 
ing Woman’s society, which has displayed 
considerable energy in behalf of the strik­ 
ers. 
One of the objects of the women’s council 
which the National Women’s Council hopes 
to establish in every leading city and town 
of the United States is to “do much for the 
protection of shop girls in furnishing them 
better conditions of living.by securing local 
ordinances requiring the best sanitary con­ 
ditions, limiting the number in one room, 
and in every way ameliorating the present 
situation, while using their utmost influence 
to increase the wages of this class of work­ 
ers." 
When Miss Van Etten, the leader of the 
Working women’s society of New York, 
hearing that some of tho locked-out feather 
workers were in needy circumstances but 
too proud to ask 
for assistance, 
hit 
upon an excellent plan to remedy their con­ 
dition. 
She had a partition erected in 
the room where the girls meet and told 
each of them to come in one by one. 
The 
girls told her their real condition and those 
who needed tho money received it without 
anybody being the wiser. 
Many of them 
refused to take money under any circum­ 
stances, while all expressed their determi­ 
nation to make the strike a success, * 'if it 
takes all spring to do it.” 
The establishment of manual training 
schools for women is a step highly recom­ 
mended by all writers on the labor ques­ 
tion. 
That there is a demand for such in­ 
stitutions is indicated by the fact that 
many industrial colleges are opening their 
doors to women, while several schools 
which have been recently established ara 
for tne attendance of women exclusively. 
It is of course true that the more skill a 
woman has and the greater number of 
things she can turn her hand to the pleas­ 
anter will be her life and the greater her 
remuneration. 
It is the object of the man­ 
ual training school to give women this 
skill and 
consequently 
greater 
inde­ 
pendence.

times as much as the finest diamond of the 
same weight. 
Most of the marketable 
Burmese rubies are Imperfect, but they are 
among the finest in the world; Indeed, we 
are told by dealers that large rubies of per­ 
fect color and flawless are almost unknown. 
About I,*200 laborers are now engaged 
in the ruby districts, 
hired I J the well- 
to-do villagers around these gem-1 anden 
hills to do the heavy work of mining. 
No 
machinery whatever is employed and only 
the most primitive methods of mining are 
seen. 
Western energy, capital and ap­ 
pliances will soon make a change there.
